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Maria A. Seaman. 

The Moravian Historical Society records the loss of one mem- 
ber by death for the year 1903, namely that of Mrs. Maria A. 
Seaman, who departed after several years of indisposition, in the 
early morning of July 20th. 

She was a daughter of the late Charles Augustus Luckenbach 
and his wife, Matilda, m.n. Jacobson, and was born in Bethlehem, 
August II, 183 1. Her father was one of the most prominent 
and progressive business men of the town, at the time of her 
birth having charge of the Bethlehem Flouring Mill. 

On January 19, 1858, she was wedded to Henry J. Seaman, 
and they made their home in California. Several years later 
they returned to Bethlehem, where Mr. Seaman engaged in 
business, and where he died in 1875. Mrs. Seaman is survived 
by a son, Harry J. Seaman, of Catasauqua. She joined the 
Historical Society in 1893, and was a regular attendant at the 
annual meetings.
